This horse oddity weighs somewhere be­ 
tween 900 and 1,100 pounds and was 
foaled ;uid reared on Mr. Buuacule’s 
farm, he being also the owner of the 
mother of the curious creature, n beauti­ 
ful mare that would probably weigh 
1,(500 pounds. This curious freak of na­ 
ture hits never been on exhibition but 
once—at the Oskaloosa (la.) fair, two 
years ago. —St. Louis Republic.

PLATE GLASS COFFINS. 


They H »ee A d ra n td fr« W hich M ay B rin g 
Them In to G eneral ITa«. 
The latest invention in coffins is a 
glass casket, which, among other ad­ 
vantages, will relieve the fears of those 
whose minds constantly rev< rt to ln'ing 
huried alive. 
By this coffin the mourn­ 
ers w ill be able to detect the slightest 
movement of the corpse through the 
transparent w alla 
While there is something poetic in the 
idea of being laid to rest in tt block of 
crystal, sentiment did not enter the in­ 
ventor’s mind. 
Why a coffin should be 
made of glass is a question which tit first 
pnzzh s those1 who have not made a study 
of the subyvt. 
The reasons are n e v ­ 
ertheless important from a hygienic 
Standpoint, Probably the first advantage 
that will commend them to the public 
at large is the fact that they are cheaper 
than the modem metallic or wooden 
caskets. What will interest the board < f 
health is that their adoption, it is claim ­ 
ed, w ill be a source of protection to 
communities in case of epidemics. 
Be­ 
ing hermetically sealed, they will pre­ 
vent the escape of any p rms which 
might generate disease in the systems of 
those coming in contact with the corpse. 
Mourners w*ll not be debarred from 
gazing at the features and form of the 
deceased when a malignant fever carries 
them off. 
Although resembling tho metallic or 
Wooden casket in shape, the glass coffin 
is radically different ijt every other re­ 
spect. Not only is it made of glass, but 
an inmolded network of wire re-en­ 
forces the strengih of tho sid* s and top. 
The glass employed in the construction 
of the caskets will be of the heavy plate 
d('scriptioi). which, when carefully join­ 
ed in compact form, will prove fully as 
strong as the wooden article now in use. 
The method of manufacture is the same 
as that employ« <1 in a plate glass factory, 
the edges lieing beveled by the same 
process used in m anufacturing preset d 
glass imitations of cut glass articles. 
By the insertion of the wire woven 
frame the glass sides w ill lx> greatly 
strengthened. This feature will be easily 
accomplished, the netting being dipped 
into the molten gla^-s and cast w ith it 
iu the molds. When the various lengths 
have b en turned out, the edges are ac­ 
curately beveled and all is ready for 
the completion of the coffin. 
After the 
body has been placed in the receptacle* 
th<‘ interstices are closed w ith water 
proof cement, and the remains w ill 1«^ 
kept intact for years, long after the 
death of those* who have lowered tho 
casket to its hist resting place.—New 
York Journal.
